out to policy holders $2,171,840 ;17 
Policies numbering 204,058 were 
written, insuring holders to the 
amount of #1^4,818,572. The pre- 
miums of the fire and marine 
companies amounted to $8,009,- 
007 00, and the losses were $1 . 
707,490 11. The ratio of the loss 
was nearly 67 per cent.
